thoſe few and eaſie directions taught in the

purpoſe to handle it fully in the ſeuerall 
partes and kindes thereof, but onely in ſa- 
tis faction of what was promiſed in the be- 
ginning of this Booke, to giue a few Rules 
for the ſame; yet ſuch, as being practiſed 
togither with thoſe before deliucred, will 
enhable the Reader vnder one labour, to 


write both ſecretly, and compendiouſly.

The third Character may be vſed for 
Neptune (whom the Poetes fayne to haue 
gouernement ouer the Seas) becauſe he 
4s ſuppoſed to carie a three · forked Mare 
or Scepter, in ſigne of the triple vie which 
Water hath; being profitable for Nauiga- 
tion, for Drinke, and for Waſhing . So 
Hercule may be ſignified by a Clubbe, 
which is ſuppoſed to be his weapon, 
Apollo by an Arrow.

The name of Seiucus may be noted by 
an ¶Tuchor, becauſe when he was borne, 
the print of an Anchor was found vpon 
his thigh : for which cauſe, he and his ſuc- 
- ceſſours wore the badge of an Arcbor vp- 
pon their thighes. So Vußæ may be ſigni- 
fied by a Dolphin, becauſe he boare it in 
Armes. e Apwnemnon by a Lim,S&c. And 
in like manner Noblemens names may 
be noted by ſome what in their Coates, 
Creſtes Cogniſance.&c. | 
The fiſt Character is a Sheepebrand, or a 
Chapmazs marks (ct vpon the wares which 
he huyeth, to marke them for his owe.

The tenth Character, hauing the 
ſimilitude of a Palme branch, ſignifyeth 
Victorie, becauſe as the Palme tree although 
it haue great waightes layde vpon it, ſtill 
mounteth ypward; So an heroicall ſpirit, 
iueth not place to Calamitie, but per- 
iſteth in ſtriuing againſt them which op · 
poſe him, till he hath gotten the victorie. 
Plutarch 6b. $, Sympoſiac 0 | 
Pyramides were certaine ſolide Pillars 
in AÆAgipe of Stone and Bricke, built like 
Steeples, broade at the bottome, & ſharpe 
at the toppe; extended in height farre 
aboue all other Buildinges, wrought with 
mans hand: ynder which, the Ægiptian 
Kinges were intombed. Among which, 
there was one built at the coſt of *

the Harlot; which was the moſt famous 
worke of the reſt, and worthily reckoned 
among the ſeauen Wonders of the world,

This Character, and ſome of them that 
follow, with many more, not heere inſer- 
ted, were found in certaine olde Parch« 
ments, placed with divers ſtrange words, 
letters, and numbers: which among the 
fimple people, are reputed to conteyne 
Prophecies and Predictions of great mats 
ters to enſue, And ſome Impoſtors haue 
taken vpon them, by theſe to omĩnate and 
ſpeake of many thinges to come, to the 
deluding and beguiling of the credulousx 


Whereas in deed they conteyne no ſuch 
a Matter, 
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brew letters, whoſe names haue that fig- 
nification in Engliſh, which is before pla- 


matrer; as vpon ſome paynes taken theres 
in, Leaſily diſcouered. l 
Q Signifieth Quarterly, becauſe it no- 
teth an Eſcocheon parted quarterly, and 
reduced into a ſquare forme. And in like 
maner may the other 8. Partitions be no- 
tedtas, I partie per pale, Q partie perfeſſe. &c. 
A Rundle of the colour of Gold, is 
called by Herehaults A Beyſant, which is 
in Engliſhe A Talente. And therefore I 
note a Talente by a Circle with the Par- 
ticle in it for or, which ſignifieth it, to 
be of the colour of Gould. S0 likewiſe I 
note the word Harte, by a Rundle, wit 
in it for. Azure blem. Bullet, by a Rundle 
with in it for Sable Blacke.

Vuto theſe 1licerall ChoraQers; the 
Hicroglypbicks allo may be. referred, 
Which were certaine Pictures and Cha- 
ra cters inuented in auncient time by the 
Prieftes of AÆg yt, for their ou ne private 
vie, to expie ſle the myſſeties oi neit Re- 
ligion by, that they might not be vnder- 
Rood of the ccmmon ſort. So by the 
Picture of an En mot, they ſ gpified labor 
and indufirie, becauſe the Emmot labous 
reth in Summer to preuide ſoode for her 
ſelfe in Winter. By the PiQure of a Dots 
phin, Swiftneſſe ; becauſe the Toſphm is 
ſay d to be the {wikeſt in motion of all 
living creatures. Fy the Ticture of a 
Serpent caſt in a circle, and holding his 
tayle in his mouth, they noted the Yeere; 
becauſe the Sunne, which meaſureth the 
Yeere by his circular motion, is as it were 
turned againe into his fiſt Nation, un- 
ning each yeere the ſame corrſe which it 
did the yeere beſcre: Wherevpon ware 
made theſe Verſes. .

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And therefore the Panrciars in'fith a 
ſhape, worſhipped Fanus as God of the 
eere. Marrobius. In like maner, they 
ſignified Forde Lowe by a She Ape imbrace. 
ing one of her young ones : for the Ape bring- 
eth foorth two, whereof ſhe loueth the 
one, but hateth the other : That which 
ſhe loueth, ſhe huggeth to her ſelfe by 
ſuch hard imbracementes, that ſhe killeth 
it; and then hauing but one left, ſhe nou- 
riſnech it with leſſe fondneſſe. So they 
repreſented A Deceiner by a Cutilæ Fiſh, 
which when the Fiſherman is readie ro 
catch her with his handes, caſteth foorth 
a blacke ſlintic humour like Inke, where- 
by the water being darkned, ſhe conueieck 
her ſelfe away vnſeene. So they noted 
Prouidence by a Beare going backwarde 
into her Caue, that her foncinges being 
ſeetie tobe outward, the Hunter might 
imagine that ſhe was gone abroad. And 
many ſuch like Hieroglyphickes were in 
vſe among the auncient e£2yptiars, by 
which the ſecrets and myſteries of their 
Learning and Religion, were after a ſort 
locked vp from the Vulgar people, and 
neuer applyed to conimon vſes, but 
if knowne 


knowne onely to the Prieſtes, who had 
been caught the ſame in priuate from their 
Elders , S«y4as . Them which deſixe a 
further inſight into theſe , Egyptian Anti- 
quities, I referre to the writinges of Orue, 
 Ualerianus, Pierims, and others that haue 
written therof at large. | 


Fourthly, it is an helpe in Secret writing, 
to varie the Illiterall Characters into di- 
uers ſignifications, which may be done by 
addition of ſome ſhort Note to them in 
place conuenient: as for example. Plane- 
tarie Characters accompanied with a 
tittle, may ſigniſie in the place of A, the 
planetarie day, in the place of E, the pla- 
netarie mettall, in the place of / the prin- 
cipall Planetarie Members of mans 
body, in the place of O the Planetarie 
Colours, in the place of « the planetarie 
Age. Again e, the Planetarie Characters 
accompanied with a Comma in ſteed of a 
Tittle, may fignifie in the firſt place, the 
planetarie Nature: in the ſecond, a plane - 
tarie Stone : in che third, a planetarie Tree: 
in the fourth, a planetarie Beaſt: In the 
fift a P lanetarie Foule, as: 
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Heere alchough inſtance be gigen only 
in the Planetarie Characters how they 
may be varied in fignification 2 yet the 


Characters of Number, of the. xj. Signes, 
and the reſt, with infinite more that might 


be added, may with like ſhew of reaſon, 
haue other wordes referred. vnto them, 
Vet with this caution, that no Particles 
be placed about the Character ſo varied. 


Fithly, the poynctes of Diſtinction 
are to be expreſſed by vnaffixed Particles, 
by ordinaric Letters, or by Illiterall Cha- 
ractets (as ſeemeth beſt) placing not- 
withſtanding Diſtinctiue Notes vnder 
certaine great Chatacters, not ending the 
clauſe or ſentence. For this will eaſily be- 
guile the ſearch of the moſt curious, when 
he ſhall imagine the clauſe or ſentence to 
ende where it doth not, and accompt 
them for ſignificant notes of words,which 
arc but dumbe notes of diſtinction. 


Be ſide theſe fiue Rules for Secret Wrie | 


ting, there are divers other Obſcruations 
hecre omitted, as depending vpon ſome 
former Rule, Such as are the referring of 
other wordsto the Def. ue Characters,
